“Anyway” I said to convince myself, 
“What's wrong with Indians?” 

It would have been difficult for any- 
one with two good arms to get ready 
for bed on that awkward, jolting train 
but for me it was practically impos- 
sible. It was necessary to fasten the 
heavy curtains of the berth with a 
very tiny safety pin, because one or 
more of the fasteners was missing. 
Finally safely tucked in, I was startl- 
ed by someone breaking my tempor- 
ary fastening. An invisable person 
(black) drawled, “Ah these youah

The sun was up next morning long 
before I was —but of course I was 
delayed by a dream of the north and 
a run in my stocking. I tried to 
mend the latter, impossible feat! 
When | finally emerged only my 
friends across the aisle were left. 
The conductor, sarcastic man, said, 
“What! You up already?” 

Of course I ignored the ques‘ion. 
but immediately inquired when we 
would reach Peace River. 

“Peace River- We passed it two 
hours ago.” Iwas dismayed, because 
I wanted fo see if it is still as beauti- 
ful as I remembered it to be. How- 
ever, I was determined not to miss 
coffee in the diner —a thrill yet un- 
tasted. It remained so, for the con- 
ductor told me, with evident relish, 
that the diner had left us at McLen- 
nan! 

At Brownvale I bid the little boy 
and his mother a much too affection- 
ate good-bye, considering that we 
were just “train friends’. But the 
fact was, they were leaving me alone. 

However, when I viewed Brownvale 
with my critical eye, | was just as 
glad to go on. At least there was 
stiN hope for Worsley.
